In response to your requests for records pursuant to the California Public Records Act (Cal. 
Govt. Code §$6250, et seq., hereafter “CPRA” or the “Act”), received on September 19 and 20, 
2020, the Office of the Inspector General (OIG) sent you letters dated October 13, 2020 and 
November 9, 2020 providing documents relating to some, but not all, of your requests. Your 
remaining request sought the following category of records: 


(1) copies of all OIG reports not yet linked-to from the OIG’s website, including 2019 
and 2020 reports, and possibly existing reports published earlier than 2013. 


The OIG is cognizant of its responsibilities under the Act. It recognizes the statutory scheme 
was enacted in order to maximize citizen access to the workings of government. The Act does 
not mandate disclosure of all documents within the government’s possession. Rather, by 
specific exemption and reference to other statutes, the Act recognizes that there are boundaries 
where the public’s right to access must be balanced against such weighty considerations as the 
right of privacy, a right of constitutional dimension under California Constitution, Article 1, 
Section |. The law also exempts from disclosure records that are privileged or confidential or 
otherwise exempt under either express provisions of the Act or pursuant to applicable federal or 
state law, per California Government Code Sections 6254 and 6255. The OIG has conducted an 
inquiry and search for responsive records and responds as follows: 


Request 


Copies of all OIG reports not yet linked-to from the OIG’s website, including 2019 and 2020 
reports, and possibly existing reports published earlier than 2013. 


Response 


Upon seeking clarification from you regarding this request, additional efforts have been 
undertaken to locate OIG reports published earlier than 2013. At present, it is estimated that the 
entirety of such records may be provided to you within approximately three months from the date 
of this letter. However, please be advised that this is merely an estimate and may not be met 
should unforeseen circumstances arise; should that be the case, you will be notified prior to the 
expiration of the identified three-month period of a revised estimate.
